They have learned that every season 
of the year has more or less wants to 
be ;upplied. and that intelligent people 
can be persuaded into supplying future 
wants by legitimate and reliable an- 
nouncements through the columns of 
widely-read newspapers. 
They have 


studied advertising as an art: the}' make 
it fresh as the current literature of the 
day: they make it honest and command 
public trust, and they gather the trade 


j that is going and often create trade by 


timely and sensible suggestion. 


There should be no dull seasons in 


the trade of our business houses of this 
town which have established trusted re- 
lations with the public. 
They can't 


command the volume of trade t>at is 
common in the busy seasons, but they 
can have a constant and profitable busi- 
ness by making it the interest of buy- 
ers to become purchasers and making 
fresh announces each week of just what 
they have to offer. 
Let our business 


houses try the experiment of avoiding 
dull seasons. 
Advertising alone won't 


do it, but carefully studying what may 
be temptingly offered to the public, 
preparing to supply it on the most ad- 
vantageous tennis and presenting it 
freshly to the people every week, will 
as surely prevent a dull season in busi- 
ness as the methods of the grandson of 
his grandfather will create and main- 
tain it.

A singular Ireak of nature :s on ex- 


hibition at Houston, Texas, at the rooms 
of the Natural History Club. It was 
brought in last week by a German fam- 
ily named Schweinfeldt, living in the 
suburbsoi that city, who tell the follow- 
ing remarkable siory in connection wiih 
the strange creature. 


A fe*v months ago they were aroused 


one night by a shrill scream of pain 
from i heir year old baby. 
Rushing to 


the cradle nothing was seen or heard, 
but the next morning, while bathing 
the child, the mother observed two red 
spots on the arm near the brachial ar- 
tery, looking as if they had been punc- 
tured by a needlt. The arm swelled a 
good deal and was still very sore. 
In 


about a week the baby was found dead 
in its cradle and bathed in blood. 
The 


jugular vein had been bitten through. 


"1 he physician who was called in. on 


seeing the small but fatal wound, which 
consisted of a hole the size a darning 
needle m:ght have made, and hearing 
i he history of t'ue swelled arm immedi- 
ately said that the both bites had been 
inflicted by a rat. 


After the baby's burial, the Schwein- 


teldts naturally determined to rid their 
house of the dangerous roden's and con- 
sequently trap> of every fashion were 
placed about. Many rats were caught 
and drowned. 
One night, several 


months after the death of the babv, a 
*• * 
rat was heard running about its narrow 
prjson and simultaneously the crying of 
a child was heard near by. The head 
of the family procuring a light rushed 
to the place whence the cries seemed 
to come. 
To his astonishment it pro- 


ceeded from the rat-trap in which could 
be plainly seen one of those animals. 


Taking up the trap he examined the 


rat closely and was further amazed to 
find that the creature's face strangely 
resembled that of a human being, while 
yet it retained the characteristics of a 
rat. 
It cried piteously and so much 


like a hurt child as to be easily mistaken 
for one when out of sight. 


It is this rat which is now on exhibi-

The nose,-How- 
ever, is the most remarkable feature, be- 
ing decidedly marked and prominent, 
with swelling nostrils. The mouth is 
small and has unmistakable lips, but the 
teeth are long, keen, and rat-like. The 
feet show 2. slight resemblance to the hu- 
man hand, although the nails are curv- 
ed like claws.

History Club and a noted naturalist, a- 
greeswith the Schweinfeldts in thinking 
this must be the offspring of the rat that 
killed the baby and the phenomenon is 
due to her milk formed from the child's 
blood, which she sucked.

The dull season is approaching, and 
the grandsons of their grandfathers who 
yet linger in business arc setting their 
houses in order for several months of 
practically suspended 
trade.

A Ch%ld==Factd 


A singular freak of nature :s on ex- 
hibition at Houston, Texas, at the rooms 
of the Natural History Club. 
It was 
brought in last week by a German fam- 
ily named Schweinfcldt, living in the 
suburbs of that city, who tell the follow- 
ing remarkable story in connection with 
the strange creature. 


A few months ago they were aroused 
one night by a shrill scream of pain 
from their year old baby. 
Rushing to 
the cradle nothing was seen or heard, 
but the next morning, while bathing 
the child, the mother observed two reti 
spots on the arm near the brachial ar- 
tery, looking as if they had been punc- 
tured by a needl(. 
The arm swelled a 
good deal and was still very sore. 
In 
about a week the baby was found dead 
in its cradle and bathed in blood. 
The 
jugular vein had been bitten through. 


The physician who was called in, on 
seeing the small but fatal wound, which 
consisted of a hole the size a darning 
needle might have made, and hearing 
the history of the swelled arm immedi- 
ately said that the both bites had been 
inflicted by a rat. 


After the baby's burial, the Schwein- 
leldts naturally determined to rid their 
house of the dangerous rodents and con- 
se(iuently traps of every fashion were 
placed about. 
Many rats were caught 
and 
drowned. 
One 
night, 
several 
months after the death of the baby, a 
rat was heard running about its narrow 
prison and simultaneously the crying of 
a child was heard near by. 
The head 
of the family procuring a light rushed 
to the place whence the cries seemed 
to come. 
To his astonishment it pro- 
ceeded from the rat-trap in which could 
be plainly seen one of those animals. 


Taking up the trap he examined the 
rat closely and was further amazed to 
find that the creature's face strangely 
resembled that of a human being, while 
yet it retained the characteristics of a 
rat. 
It critrd piteously and so much 
like a hurt child as to be easily mistaken 
for one when out of sight. 


It is this rat which is now on exhibi- 
tion at the Natural HistoryClub'srooms. 
Its eyes are somewhat larger and more 
human-looking and have more distinct-^ 
ive lids than are usual. 
The nose,-how- 
ever, is the most remarkable feature, be- 
ing decidedly marked and prominent, 
with swelling nostrils. 
The mouth is 
small and has unmistakable lips, but the 
teeth are long, keen, and rat-like. 
The 
feet show a slight resemblance to the hu- 
man hand, although the nails are curv- 
ed like claws. 


Dr. Pining, president of the Natural 
History Club and a noted naturalist, a- 
grees with the Schweinfeldts in thinking 
this must be the offspring of the rat that 
killed the baby and the phenomenon is 
due to her milk formed from the child's 
blood, which she sucked.

The instrument is to cost 
$100,000, and will be placed on the top 
of Wilson's Peak, which is thirteen miles 
from Los Angeles, 
The lens will be four 
inchcs greater in diameter than that of the 
famous Lick telescope, and therefore the 
largest in the world.

The number of children who wear 
spectacles has become a serious subject of 
remark. 
That a radical wrong exists 
somewhere, when children only four years 
of age are thus hampeitid for life, is only 
too palpable, but whose the blame and 
what the remedy for this evidently in- 
creasing affliction? Are future genera- 
tions to be sans eyes as well as sans teeth? 
No one impresses the necessity of care in 
the management of eyes until the dumage 
is done, and then it is too late. 
Young 
mothers who cover the baby's face with a 
veil or who wear spotted lace against their 
own eyes and who allow their children to 
read by insufficient light, 
are laying 
trouble for themselves, though oculist and 
optician will be better off for tlicir crimi- 
nal ignorance. 
As to the school rooms, 
wheve children spend so many hours of 
the day, do parents ever ask or know how 
they are lighted and whether the children 
face the windows, or whether they are 
obliged to strain their eyes by blackboard 
exercises in half lights? 
A little precaM- 
tion iu the use of the eyes and some knowl- 
edge on the subject of improper lighting 
would be a pound of cure in this matter 
of spectacles.—I^ew York ¿star.

A Montana correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer says that a description of 
tho home life of the Indian of the present 
day will give tho reader tho fairest oppor- 
tunity to form correct conclusions. 


Tho tepee or lodge is constructed of 
from fourteen to twenty-six poles, the tops 
of which tied together and the butt ends 
resting on the ground,inclosing a circular 
area, the diameter of which ranges from 
sixteen to thirty feet. 
The structure is 
covered with one continuous piece of buf- 
falo skins, nicely fitted together and so 
tliinly dresRcd that suflicient light is trans- 
mitted into the interior, even when the 
lodge is tightly closed. 
SeviM'al families 
usually live in one of these lodges. Though 
each family lias it« particular part of the 
dwelling and the furniture of cachis kept 
separate, anj^thiuglike privacy in conver- 
sation or life is impossible. They sleep in 
open compartments Avith feet toward the 
center, whore a perpetual fire is kept going 
for cooking purposoR. 


The cooking is now done in large iron 
kettles, issued l>y tho agents or sold by 
the traders, and nearly <»very article oif 
food is ])repanHl by boiling. 
Meat is sel- 
dom fried. 
It is generally roasted, when 
not eaten raw, by liangin;y on a stick near 
the fire. Bread is cooked by frying in 
grease. 
As Indians can get along very 
Avell on meat dried in tlic sun and such 
berries and roots as they can find, it is 
cosy to compr(-ho!ul how the Plains In- 
<lians can sulrsist comfortably upon the 
treeless imiiries. 
Prior to coming in con- 
ta(»t with tho whites most of tho Indians 
used pottery of thoir own manufacture. 
Th'.'y disdain the use of plates, knives 
and forks. 
In disposing of liquid food 
they form with extended thumb and bent 
forefinger a spoon,which answers all pur- 
poses. 
In eating meat they usually take 
a piece into the left hand and, convoying 
it to the mouth and grasping an ond with 
the teeth, with a dexterity almost alarm- 
ing, sever the bit to be masticated from 
the chunk by moans of a butcher-knife. 


Cleanliness is at a discount, though 
fortunately most Indians are very fond of 
swimming, J»iid will for hours remain in the 
water -when near a river. The Sioux, Chey- 
onnes and a few other tribes use porcu- 
pine tails for combs. 
The Crows dis- 
pense with combs altogether, and it is on 
this account that tlie}'" arc even 
more 
filthy than other Indians. 


Homo government lies entirely in the 
hands of the head of tho family, who is a 
more pronounced autocrat than the Czar 
of Russia. 


The children are little looked after 
and become independent when emerging 
from babj'hood, but he who denies the 
Indian's love and affection for his f)ff- 
spring is veiy much in error. Tho babies 
do not cry as much as the white babies; 
as a rule they are healthier. 
The Indian 
cradle when tied up, is a little cofiin- 
shaped sack with a hood-like projection 
about the head. 
It is made of clothe or 
skins of several thicknesses, always tvio, 
at the back, and to this a board or a stiff 
* 
y 


piece of rawhide is securely fastened to 
keep the child's back '*as straight as an 
arrow." After being carefully and firmly 
tied in the little cradle, the child, as a 
rule, is only being taken out to be cleaned 
in the morning, and again in the evening 
just before the inmates of the lodge go to 
sleep. 
I have seen a baby not two days 
old snugly tied up in one of those little 
sacks, the latter being suspended from 
the 
pummel of the saddle. 
Hanging 
alongside of the pony, and mother and 
child comfortably jogging along, making 
a good day's march in bitter cold winter, 
easily keeping up with a company of cav- 
alry, whom she was guiding after hostile 
Indians, 
The little toddler soon learns 
to ride and shoot, to steal and to lie; the 
boys begin smoking when about eight 
years old. Later on comes self-mutilation 
and torture to graduate into manhood, 
when he is named from something that 
has happened during his life, from some 
accident, some animal killed, or some 
bird that hel])cd him to success. 
Girl 
babies usually receive their names soon 
after birth. 


The Indian iu his normal frame of mind 
is a happy and contented being; he is 
fond of singing, dancing, smoking and 
gossiping. 
There is hardly an hour, day 
or night, when in a well-regulated camp 
the sound of the monotonous tum-tum to 
the step of the light fantastic is not heard 
accompanied 
by the hoarse and shrill 
voices of males and females in song. 
Tliere arc few people on the globe who 
smoke as much as the Indians, and cer- 
tainly few who give to it, in so great a 
measure a religious character, making it 
a social pleasure and prizing it highly 
and secretly as a mark of friendship. All 
Indians, on tho slightest 
provocation, 
seem to crystalize into a circular group, 
ieatcd on the ground for the purpose of 
"hitting the pipe," iThe nightly pow- 
wow of the warriors, for the purpose of 


of tho Indian, and ho will, without ap- 
parent regret, lose ui>on the turn of n 
card all his earthly possessions, includ- 
ing, 
iu a few instanops, 
his favorito 
sq\mw. 
Some of the Arizona tribes of 
A])achcs indulge iu mimic and tableau 
plays. 


Tho young men of the Indians do most 
of thoir courting iu a standing position, 
Au Indian lover will stand and wait near 
the lodge whore abides the object of his 
admiration until she appears, when he 
walks up alongside of hor and throws his 
blanket round hor. 
If she rnciprocatc.H 
tho tender sontiment thoy will thus stand 
for hours, his blanket covering both thoir 
heads and closely wrapped around bntli 
thoir bodies. 
I have seon as many as half 
a dozen young mon waiting by the path 
which led down to the water near tho 
camp, iitid one after .another throw hLs 
blanket around a girl as she was going to 
fill her vessel. 
If the girl likos to bo held, 
she makes some reply to t ho first greeting; 
if she expressed dislike to his advances, 
the man, by the law of courtship, mnst 
at onco desist. 
The ombracc under tho 
blanket excites no comment or aunoy- 
anoc from inisohiovous boys or garrulous 
old men and the lover can luig the objoct 
of his affcction to his heart's content un- 
molested. 
I have neversoon one Indian 
kiss another, oven among lovers or be- 
tween mother and child, but hugging ia 
most cnergotioally practiced. 
There are, 
of course, many other sly ways of court- 
ing, 
Tho marriage soon follows as a 
matter of trade betweon tho respective 
parents. 
Though iu Indian marriages 
the affair savors strongly of a commercial 
transaction, 
and tlie wife 
is usually 
spoken of as being secm-cd thro;iirh pur- 
chase or theft, still, as a rule, there is 
quite au oxponiliture of sentiment aiul 
affection prior to the business part of it. 
Marriages between blood relations is for- 
l)idden among them. 


The general idea of sickness among tho 
Indians seems to bo that an evil spirit has 
entered tho person, and that when it is 
oxcrcised all will bo well. 
The cfl'ortsof 
the doctor or ''medicine man" are prin- 
cipally directed toward casting out this 
malign and mysterious presence through 
chanting, dancing and other hocusjiocus. 
Very little medicine in roots and herbs is 
taken internally, and surgery is little 
known among them. 
Faitli in a happy 
hereafter for all is universal, and in con- 
sequence Indians arc not agonized with 
fear and doubt at the approach of death. 
Nature has given them, in common with 
all other animals an innate desire for life, 
and this in connection with their social 
laws, which forbid self-destruction, keeps 
them from committing suicide, so that 
this crime is rare among them. 
There 
arc some wonderfully pretty beliefs among 
the Indians treating of the Great Spirit 
and the great beyond. 


The Indians are essentially a religious 
l^eople, or more correctly, a superstitious 
people, and, as bats thrive best in dark- 
ness, so do superstitions in barbarism.

A year previous to the time General 
Duster-was ordered West to begin a vigor- 
ous campaign against the Indians, the 
A.paches were in their glory, and they 
ooasted that they could defca'j any force 
of soldiers sent against them.

scouting aud mail-carrying in Texas for 
ihe Government, and after many close 
shaves was finally captured by the red 
imi)s. 
It is of that incident I am going 
to write, 


A month before my capture I was out 
on a scout on the Kio Pecos River, our 
party numbering eighteen 
men. 
We 
were well mounted and moving quickly 
from point to point. 
One day at noon 
we went into camp in a grove of cotton 
woods, and before I had unsaddled the 
Lieutenant 
in command informed me 
that he had lost his revolver from its 
holster during the last mile of our ride, 
and asked me to ride back in search. In- 
stead of riding I Returned on foot, and 
had the luck -tq find the weapon only 
about a quarter of a mile away, 
I then 
cut across an elbow to reach the grove, 
and when within stone's throw came sud- 
denly upon an Indian pony in a drygailch, 
and at the same instant discovered his 
owner erouchcd behind a boulder with 
his back to me and his face to the grove, 
I had him under my rifle before he could 
turn liis head. 
Indeed, my finger was on 
the trigger when I saw that he was a boy. 
He had a rifle in Jus hands, but I called 
out to him to lay it down or I would tire, 
and after a moment's 
hesitation 
lie 
obeyed. 
Then, as I kept him covered at 
a distance of only seven or eight feet, I 
called to the men in the grove, 
and 
several of them came hurrying down in 
response, 


I had captured a roa of BUc^: Cloud,

was only fourteen years old, and his 
presence there exemplified the ruling traits 
of Apache character. 
Three hours before 
he had discovered our party while out 
hunting with a party of his own.

grove, 
planning that 
we M'ould 
halt 
there. 
Siugle-h.irdcd and alone lié-was 
going to pick oil the LieuteuautV «nd 
then mnko his escajic to boast -of it^^ We 
had splendid horses and yrcvi: alt 
pld 
campaigners, and the boy would liot hAve 
had one chance in ten to got away. . He 
must have realised it, ard yet htt' Was 
willing to run the risks. 
He was g'rcatly 
chagrined and cast down by his ¿apturo. 
We had finished our scout and were on 
our way back to Fort aioKavetl, and we 
determined 
to carry him in 
prisoner. 
When he was informed o." this he earnestly 
begged me to kill him, saying that hi» 
could never hold up his head among his 
people again. 
Had he been wounded 
and rendered holpleíís it would not have 
been so bad; but i<> be taken as ho was 
would forever dis^inici^ him. 
We bound 
him fast to his ])t)uy. secured the iiniin;^] 
against a break fo.' liberty, aud set ou; 
for the fort. 


The boy was sullen and defiant for 
time, refusing to answer any questions, 
but after a while, when I had told him 
that he would not be harmed, and that 
his capture undw the circumstanccs re- 
dounded to his credit, he thawed out a 
little. 
Three hours after his capture vre 
got sight of a single Indian a mile away 
to our right on a knoll, and as we halted 
young Black Cloud informed me that it 
was one of his tribe, who wanted to have 
a talk v»*ith us. 
Signals were e:rcaangcd 
between the two, and the stranger soon 
came galloping in. 
He was one or the 
hunting party, and had been dodging us 
for twenty miles to find out if the boy 
had been captured. 
He was a fine look- 
ing fellow, and ns he halted in our midst, 
and saw the ignoble situation of the boy 
his first thought was to fight Tor him. 
I 
called his attention to the fact that any 
move of his would result in vhc death of 
them both, and then explained how the 
youth was captured. 
Ivjiowingthc con- 
ceit of the tribe I spread it on very thick, 
alleging that it required our whole force 
to make the capture, and it was not ac- 
complished then without a hard 
fight. 
This falsehood made the boy my friend 
for life, while it put the other in better 
humor, 
I stated that young Black Cloud 
would bo taken to the fort and held 
I prisoner until exchanged for some white 
captive, and gave my w^ord that he would 
1 be well treated meanwhile. 
He sent a 
message to his father to the cilect that he 
was not afraid, and hoped to be at lib- 
erty in a few days, and two hours later 
v/e had him safely lodged in the guard 
house at the fort. His capture was looked 
upon r..i a good^ thing, for we knew that 
his tribe would gladly exchange two or 
three white prisoners for him. 


Two weeks after the capturo of youiig 
Black 
Cloud I v.'as 
called into 
the I I 


Co'oners office one evening, and asked ii I 
I thought it possible to get through to 
Fort 
Concho with 
despatches. 
The 
country was then in the possession of the 
hostiles. 
The Pecos warriors had come 
down out of New Mexico to make com- 
mon cause against the 
whites, 
nnd the 
Kioways, Cheyennes, Chickasaws, Semi- 
nóles, and Shawnees were all out in the 
country to the north 
and east. 
The 
Apaches had us almost in a state of siege, 
being seen every day within five miles of 
the post, and the chances of 
making a 
sixty-mile ride across the plains lying be- 
tween the two 
forts without 
running 
against a party of hostiles was not one in 
fifty. 
At such perilous times a Govern- 
ment rider is not commanded to go. 
He 
is asked certain questions, however, in a 
manner v/hich decides him to make the 
attempt. 
I left the post at 9 o'clock at 
night of an August evening perfectly satis- 
fied that I should be dead or a prisoner 
before midnight, 
I had a bronco of tire- 
less gait, a rifle and revolver, and I car- 
ried only five or six pounds extra weight. 
Bofore setting out I went in to see young 
BJack Cloud aud say good-by. 
I had 
si)ent much of my time in his company, 
and we had become pretty good friends.

REMEDY FOn ROSE BUGS. 


Rose buprs are killed by meaus of a 
spray of water iu which insect powder h 
mixed in the proportion of one teaspoon- 
ful to a gallon. 
This is sprinkled over 
the foliage by a hand-spraying syringe. 
The most elTcrtivc fertilizer for llowering 
plants is a polution of a pound of nitrate 
of soda in a barrel of water, of ¿vhich a 
quart is poured around the plants directly 
after a shower or when the shower is fall- 
ing. 
In dry weather this solution is in- 
jurious, as it rapidly increases in strength 
by evaporation of the water.

rLOWING "WKT GROUND. 


Nothing is gained by beginning plow- 
ing too early. 
Important as early seed- 
ing may be, and hurrying as farm -work 
may prove after it fairly bfcgins, it is 
Detter to wait until the ground will turn 
ap pliable rather than sticky, 
Under- 
iraining is a great advantage to the 
iarmer in enabling him to plow early. 
The soil is made porous by the sinkhig 
away of superfluous moisture, so that 
ivhere the drainage is thorough the plow 
may be started almost as soon as frost is 
Dut of the ground. 
Once plowed with 
the soil not sticky it is to the depth of 
the furrow much more thoroughly ex- 
posed to air than before. 
But if the soil 
is wet stirring only puddles it and makes 
it harden into clods during tlie summer. 
Olayey land is often injured for years by 
being once plowed when too wet. 
Fall 
plowing witli the surface left rough is 
the best corrective to such laud aiter it 
has been brained, 
"Without drainage the 
wet mass runs together and tho sun 
hardens it as bad or worse than before. 
If the land is in sod it "Will bpar plowing 
when somewhat wetter than if it were 
naked. 
The sod under the furrow will 
pot press down closely, and this leaves 
chances for tJie warmer air from above to 
enter and dry it. 
Early plowed sod 
jfrounu ,brings much better corn or po- 


sirable preparation for a crop of peas. 


By planting sweet corn every week for 
a few weeks, a Supply of green fodder 
may be had the whole season through.

"Always have a nice bunch of hay be- 
fore the calf, to induce her to eat, there- 
by expanding the stomach," advises a 
cattle-breeder.
